van Overbeek, chief 
Pa ala for Shell De- 
velopment Company of Modesto, 
will be on campus tomorrow to 
participate as a guest lecturer in 
the National Science Foundation 
Institute for high school teachers 
of science and mathematics. 

Van Overbeek wil) talk to the 
biology teachers on Plant Regu- 
lators at 9:15 a.m. in 102 Life 
Science building. He is an author- 
ity on plant hormones, especially 
the practical applications of these 
hormones in agriculture.* 

Tomorrow evening, van Over- 
beek will give a talk on the Bio- 
chemical Evolution of Life which 
will be a philosophical seminar 


on the nature and origin of liv- 
ing things. This lecture will be 
held in 111 Physics building and 
will be open to all students and 
the public. 

Van Overbeek was born in the 
Netherlands and received his en- 
tire education, including his PhD 
degree at the Universities of Ley- 
den and Utrecht. He has over 50 
publications of original research 
to his credit and has had teach- 
ing experience at the California 
Institute of Technology and ai 
the College of Agriculture in 
Puerto Rico. 

He participated in the National 
Science Foundation Institute last 
summer as a guest lecturer. 


Terry & McGee 
To » Highlight 
Campus Meeting 


Two of pus few remaining gen- 
uine folk-blues artists, Sonny 
Terry and Brownie McGhee, will 
be performing tomorrow during 
the first 1960 summer session 
convocation. Professor J. Merritt 
Williams, professor of psycholo- 
gy, will introduce the two musi- 
cians at 10 a.m. in the college 
gymnasium. Classes will be dis- 
missed. 

Terry, a blind man, plays har- 
monica and sings. McGhee sings 
and plays guitar. 

How Terry Started 

Commenting on his begirning 
as a folk artist, Terry said, “I 
been playin’ the harmonica eyery 
since I uz big enough to know 
what one was—TI reckon ‘bout 
five, six years. I first played 
like a kid plays, couldn't play no 
tune. Lost John, that’s the first 
one I learnin’. I just learned a 
little from him, from the rests on 
up, just tuk it up myself. He 
could take the harmonica and 
hum, in his mouth, and would 
play near ‘bout like I play now, 
‘thout puttin’ his hand on it. He 
never didn’ use his hand on the 
harmonica like I did.” 

Played in Carnegie Hall 

Terry learned to add that cer- 
tain something that made his 
music—or music as it seemed to 
him—complete. “Dogs run the 
fox, and I used to listen to that 
barkin’—ketch a whole lot of 
ideas f'um that.” His determina- 
tion to keep going led him to 
Carnegie Hall in 1938. 

A stranger heard him on a 
dark night when he had set out 
for a long walk down the back- 
country roads of North Carolina. 
Word got around that he played 
a finé harmonica. The stranger, 
who was scouring the deep South 
for talent to add to the roster 
of one of the big phonograph 
companies, was breathless when 
he heard Terry’s strange music. 
Before the evening was over, 
Terry had a contract to record. 

McGhee Began af? Eight 

McGhee played piano, begin- 
ning that some time after he 
first strummed the strings of his 
father’s guitar, at the age of 
eight. As a youngster in Venore, 
Tennessee, where he went to 
grade school, there was an un- 
painted, slab-sided church, the 
Solomon Temple Baptists, where 
he sometimes played an old fash-

ioned, foot-pumping organ. 

When no one was around he 
played blues on it. (As is well 
known, the Negro Baptists sep- 
arate sharply between sacred and 
secular songs.) He also some- 
times played guitar and piano for 
the Sanctified Church, which gave 
more of a jump beat to its hymns. 

Traveling Musician | 

McGhee began singing during 
his grade school days and organ- 
ized or helped to get together 
several vocal groups. They sang 
for churches, social gatherings, 
and the like. 

As he grew older he went along 
with the trgveling shows and he 
played some piano, guitar and 
sang in the Mighty Hagg Carni- 
val Colored Minstrel Show. In 
the course of his young days in 
Tennessee and thereabouts, Mc- 
Ghee sang in cellar places called 
“hole-in-the-wall taverns,” in 
“jook joints”, the early road 
houses that were bush league 
sporting houses, and in the big 
houses that looked like mansions. 
Of these, he said, “Each place 
had a different type of music but 
they all seemed to like blues. 
There were no amplifiers in 
those days and people listened to 
what you were singing.”

Terry and McGhee have the
